Warehousemen are human in Milwaukee as in 
Chicago, and equally unwilling to have their 
charges revised or regulated by the State, as is 
proposed by a bill now before the Wisconsin 
Legislature.

The result of the 
introduction of this measure wae a virtual aban- 
donment by Senator Sherman of his bill, and a 
move to recommit it to the Finance Committee, 
in order that a bill to cover the whole financial 
question might be submitted to humor the Senate, 
which seemed determined that the debate 
should have that range.

MR. ADAMS AS A PRESIDENTIAL CANDI- 

DATE. 

The Springfield Republican suggests the name 
of Charies Francis Adams as a candidate for the 
Presidency in 1876, and the St. Louis Globe 
raises the objection that Mr. Adams alandered 
Abraham Lincoln in his memorial address on 
Mr. Seward, and hence will have very small fol- 
lowing in the West.

There are many persons, ourselves 
among the number, who believe that Mr. 
Adams would have been élected if he had 
been nominated at Cincinnati, but Mr. Adams 


himself has been heard to express the contrary 


opinion. 

The objection raised by the St. Louis Globe to 
Mr. Adams may possess some interest in aliterary 
and historical point of view: As Tue Curcaco 
Tarsuns was the first public journal to take 
exceptions to that part of Mr. Adams’ memorial 
address which relates to Mr. Lincoln, we feel 
qualified to say that it is of about as much im- 
portance in determining whether Mr. Adams 
would be a suitable candidate for the Presidency, 
or would make a good President,. as the dove- 
letters of his grandfather. Mr. Adams ex- 
pressed the opinion in the memorial address 
that Mr. Seward was the real director and gov- 
erning spirit of Mr. Lincoln’s Administration. 
This was a mistake. Mr. Adams was not in the 
country during Mr. Lincoln’s term of office. 
Knowing Mr. Seward intimately and Mr. Lin- 
colnm not et all, he might easily have fallen into 
this error. That it was an error has been 
abundantly proven in the Book of Chronicles 
of Gideon Welles in the Galaxy magazine. But 
what of it? It was merely a mistaken opinion ; 
and, however much the public may love to dwell 
on the reminiscences of negro suffrage and 
Southern reconstruction, it is not at all likely 
that they will spend much time, in 1876, in dis- 
cussing whether Mr. Seward was in favor of 
surrendering Fort Sumter, or whether he be- 
haved badly in the Peterhoff case; and if so, 
whether Mr. Adams was bound to know it. 

The advantages which Mr. Adams would pos- 
sess as a candidate for the Presidency are two- 
fold. He is a statesman anda gentleman. We 
eall these characteristics advantages, notwith- 
standing the obvious discount at which ‘they 
have long been rated in our public councils. 
President Grant is neither a statesman nor a 
gentleman. His most enthusiastic admirers 
never speak of him as though they supposed he 
had any claims to either designation. Andy 
Johnson was neither a statesman nor a gentle- 
man. It appears to us that the Executive Man- 
sion has been so long devoid of these adorn- 
ments and conveniences that a candidate who is 
unmistakably versed in the science of govern- 
ment, who has had large and varied experience, 
and whose breeding and sense of honor 
are open to no question, would really 
start woll in the race, by whomsoever nominated. 
At all events, it would bea pleasure for many 
people to vote for such a candidate once before 
bidding adieu to this world. 

Those who are making up their jewels for 
1876, however, cannot safely leave out of their 
reckoning the name of Gov. Booth, of California. 
This is u large country, and Gov. Booth may not 
be well enough known as yet to warrant any 
party in risking the chances upon bim, but the 
prestige he has acquired in his notable and suc- 
cessful fight against a tyrannical and hitherto in- 
vincible monopoly is a not unimportant consid- 
eration at this juncture. 

——— 
THE INDIAN QUESTION. 

The letter which Mr. Welch recently wrote to 
the President undoubtedly strikes at the root of 
the evils which have caused the present uprising 
of the Indians. Mr. Wach called the attention 
of the President and the country to the wrong- 
ful acti, the thefte, corruptions, and frauds of 
Indian Agents, and that the Indians have been 
urged im to war by these or kindred reasons 
is shown by the fact that they have taken the 
war-path at s most unusual time, and at a season 
when there is no grass for the subsistence of 
their ponies. The spring is the time when In- 
dians usually make their outbreaks, not the 
winter: and that they should choose such a time 
argues some sudden and powerful incentive, and 
very likely just such an incentive as Mr. Welch 
has described in his letter. There was 
every indication that this letter might 
have been productive of some good had 
it mot been followed almost immediately by 
the report of the Indian Peace Commissioners to 
the President. This report panegyrized the 
President most profusely, and eovered “the 
policy with a liberal coat of whitewash. It de- 
fended the Indian management, defended the 
Indian Agents, disclaimed any responsibility for 
the Modoc troubies, proclaimed an era of peace 
among all the tribes, and left the country to 
infer that the Indians were making rapid pro- 
gross in education, religion, and civilization gen- 
erally ; in fact, that there was such an earnest 
soliatude for schools and tho other applian- 
ces of vivilization,” that they were impatient to 
obtain them, could not understand why they 


‘were dulayed, and were growing very unhappy 


over their gloomy prospects. 


The present attitude of the Indians affirms the 


truth of Mr. Welch's letter, and most emphat- 


| ically condemns the nonsense of the Peace Com- 
‘| diffieulky is mow im the bands of the army, and 
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among the white men as well as among 
the Indians, and that the vast preponderance of 
‘dishonesty and fraud is on the side of the 


whites. The army is capable of taking care of | 


each, and of preventing their mutual outrages. 
If we must have Indian Agents, military disci- 
pline will keep them within the bounds of salu- 
tary restraint. The army officers are, as a rule, 
more honest than civilians in office. Gen. Har- 
ney testifies that the army is more kindly dis- 
posed towards the Indians than the citizens, and 
the Indians certainly have a wholesome respect 
for the army. The Indians, if they must 
he regarded as wards of the nation, and must be 
supported in idleness instead of being com- 
pelled to work like white men, would receive 
their bounties regularly, there would be less 
swindling and stealing, and the expense of the 
army administration would be trifling as com- 
pared with the expense of these annual out- 
breaks under the administration of the Peace 
Commiasioners. The latter have had a long and 
fair trial. aud it is quite Apparent that they can 
neither prevent whites from depredating on 
Indians nor Indians on whites. 
ANOTHER €363,000 SPONGED OUT. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois, in the case of 
Campbell vs. The Paris & Decatur Railroad Com- 
pany, has just rendered a decision. The com- 
plainant asked for an injunction to prohibit the 
Supervisor of a town in Douglas County from 
issuing certain bonds in payment of the capital 
stock of the Paris & Decatur Railroad Company, 
claimed to have been voted by the people. A 
demurrer to the bill was filed, and the demurrer 


‘was sustained. The Supreme Court, in review- 


ing the case, find in the charter of the Company 
nothing relating to the subject except the fol- 
lowing provision : 

It shall be lawful for all persons of lawful age, or for 
the agent of any body, to subseribe any 
amount to the capital stock of said Company. 
This, the Supreme Court hold, confers no 
power on municipal corporations to subscribe 
for such stock. It does not refer to counties, 
towns, or townships, and cannot be held to em- 
brace them. No power was conferred to call the 
election for the town officers to make the sub- 
scription or to issue these or any otherbonds. The 
decision of the Court was unanimous. As this 
decision covers the legality of all the municipal 
bonds actually issued to this road, it becomes of 
consequence to know how many of these s- 
ourities are on the market. In the list of reg- 
istered bonds we find the following as issued to 
the Paris & Decatur Company: 


Here 18 8 total of $368,000 of bonds issued, as 
the Supreme Court says, without the slightest 
warrant of law, and therefore absolutely void 
from the beginning. The towns that have is- 
sued these bonds, or any citizen of those towns, 
can now apply to the Circuit Court for an order 
prohibiting the collection of any tax, or the. pay- 
ment of any money, either for interest or princi- 
pal, on account of these bonds. The bonds were 
fraudulently obtained by the Railroad Company, 
and, never having been legal, not a cent should 
be paid on them. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Mr. Elizur Wright, one of thé long list of un- 
fortunate Northern Pacific bondholders, has ad- 
dressed a communication to the Boston Adver- 
tiser with regard to the present pecuniary condi- 
tion of the road, based upon the recent report of 
the Railroad Commissioner of Minnesota, which 
brings the figures down to a much more recent 
date than the report of the Congressional Com- 
mittee. The condition of the stock is thus given 
in the report : 

Capital stock authorized by charter $100,000,000 
Capital stock in (uumber of shares, all 

stock issued, is issued as full paid) 

Capital stock issued, as follows :—12,391 shares. 
Common $18, 


Commenting upon the $18,239,300 issued as 
full-paid stock to these 254 persons, who seem to 


nothing for it, Mr. Wright very naturally wants 
to know, before things go any further, who 
these 254 persons are that have the power to 
sell $81,760,700 more of full-paid stock for noth- 
ing, and thinks that if nobody knows who they 
are, or what they are about, except themselves, 
then there is started a river of corruption 
whose waters will soon be dirtier and more 
irresistible than those of the Big Muddy.” 
Mr. Wright further suggests some very un- 
pleasant facts concerning the building of 
the road. Allowing the debts due the 
Company to be good and the outside 
property purchased by the Company to be worth 
what it claims, the road and equipment have 
cost it $58,710 per mile, and the road-bed itself 
$53,772 per mile, which, according to the Min- 
nesota Commissioner, is just twice the price the 
part of it in that State ought to have cost. Mr. 
Wright might also have added to his indictment 
the recent demonstration by Maj.-Gen. Hazen, 
that the Northern tropical belt which se- 
cures the bonds isn't worth a penny an acre, 
Mr. Wright concludes his letter by sounding

of parents or guardians who “ shall deliver up to 
native Italians or aliens minors of less 
than 18 years of age, even if they de 
their own children, or wards under their guar- 
dianship,” and declares the rights of guardian- 
ship or parental authority forfeited by such per- 
sous. The effect of this bill will be so far salu- 
tary that it will reduce the number of slaves by 
cutting off the annual supply. But the emanci- 
pation of the poor children now in bondage must 
be left to the authorities of other lands. Meaa- 
while, another plan for the amelioration of the 
condition of the peasantry takes the form of a 
bill for the compulsory education of children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 15 years, which will 
shortly be passed, without doubt. 

The German Government has fallen victim to 
one of the most remarkable frauds of the pres- 
ent century, which Eaglish archmologists, with a 
wisdom born of bitter experience, avoided care- 
fully.. The forgery consisted of a collection of 
pottery, vases, broken and entire, figures of ani- 
mals, and statuettes of men and women, which 
were claimed to be relics of Moabitish art. The 
specimens were marked with figures of a myth- 
ology long since passed away, and certain in- 
scriptions in Phonician characters. The forg- 
ery might not have been detected but 
for these very inscriptions, for the speci- 
mens had all the appearance of en 
treme antiquity. Bat English archmologists 
could not read the Moabitish characters, and 
claimed that they must of necessity be spurious, 
inasmuch as all other Phosnician characters had 
invariably yielded to investigation. The savanis 
of Berlin, however, had no such scruples, and 
the German Government purchased the entire 
collection for £1,000. The traud was discovered 
by a Frenchman named Ganneau, who recog- 
nized in the inscriptions the ‘“‘ handwriting” of 
a very clever designer, Selim N Gari, of Jerusa- 
lem. His search into the mysteries of the un- 
dertaking was rewarded by a full confession 
from Selim and his confederate, 4 potter, 
who admit that they dipped the venerable 
gods of Moab in saltpetre to give them a vener- 
able appearance. The original owner of the 
crockery was a Hebrew Protestant, Shapird by 
name. Whether he was the dupe or confederate 
of Selim is interesting only to the purchasers of 
his wares. 

More detailed accounts of the Protestant 
mase-meeting at St. James’ Hall, London, show 
that, while as an illustration of British antipathy 
to Catholicism, the meeting was tolerably suc- 
cessful, as an intelligent discussion of the situa- 
tion it was a most melancholy failure. The ad- 
dresses of the speakers, lay and clerical, were 
pointless, except as they were facetious at the 
expense of Catholic institutions, and appealed 
to the prejudice, not the intelligence, of the 
audience. The London Times ridicules the 
windiness of the speeches, and warns the public 
that the meeting must not be regarded as an ad- 
equate expression of British feeling on the 
great question it professed to discuss, and con- 
gratulates Lord Russell that so venerable 6 
statesman escaped the discredit of presiding at 
an ordinary No Popery” demonstration. No 
greater injury could be done, it says, to the 
cause upheid by Prince Bismarck than by identi- 
fying it with such a spirit as the meeting exhib- 
ited. Theonly speaker who appeared to have 
grasped the situation was the Rev. J. P. Thomp- 
son, of New York, who, at the expiration of
